MOOSE IN CAPTIVITY. 


Not Difficult to Domoitioto, but Hard 


to Koop Ailve, 


"The rensou so fo-n- moose are soon 


In captivity in the pnrfcs and circuses 
of the country Is not because they are 
naturally too wild to be domesticated, 
but because they usually do xiot live 
long In captivity," said a St. Paul man. 
"My father was for many yennj a set- 
tler in northern Minnesota, and at dif- 
ferent times In his experiouce ho had 
three moose on his homestead which 
recognized him as their master. 


"All the animals were captured vruen 


they wore very young, and in each In- 
stance It took them only a few flays to 
become apparently attached to father 
and his small farm. For two or three 
weeks lie would keep them fenced iu 
nnd then -would allow them to roam 
around at will. They would be stone 
for two or three hours, or perhnps half 
a dny nt a time, but always came back 
all right. By allowing them tho run 
of tho premises this way they met 
practically the same conditions as it' 
they were wild in the forest, and 
therefore wore always in fiotxl health, 
but the moment any of them were 
shipped to tbe city a change was no- 
ticeable. 
| 


"Two of the animals were sold to , 


city pork associations at 
different 


times, and In each instance the nnootjo 
finally died. 
Thev seemed wllllnn 


enough to remain in the parks, but 
conditions were not such as they were 
used to, and from the first It was to 
be seen that they were falling In 
health. A moose can stand all sorts 
of hardships In the woods, but when 
he Is In captivity lack of eicrclio or 
lack of proper food or lack of some- 
thing else puts him on the dowu grade, 
nnd as n rule he passes in hla checks 
in a few weeks or a few months at the 
outside. 


"One of tbe animals my father 


owned was a hnndeomc bull, and ho 
•was trained (o harness. 
Tho anlmiil 


could pull a good sized lend nnd travel 
through the woods with n a!clgh be- 
hind him at a very lively clip. This 
third moose •« ns onu day shot by a 
hunter near tbe bouse. 
So all three 


antruais met with nn untimely fate, 
which goes, to proi.0, I suppose, that 
man should not monkey with the plans 
of nntiiie "— Duluth Iletald.
